violation of the anti-trust laws of Illinois. 

The defendants are the Chicago Examiner, 
the Chicago American, the Chicago Record- 
Herald, and the Chicago Daily News. 

They contended that corporations could not 
be brought before an examining magistrate— 
who might be a committing magistrate— 
but could only be summoned into court after 
they had been indicted. 

The charge against the newspapers, 
brought by five down state newsdealers, is 
that they attempted to injure the business 
of the newsdealers by ordering them to dis- 
continue handling Tun CIAO TRIBUNE, 
under penalty of being deprived of the privi- 
lege of circulating the four newspapers 


named in the complaints. The vwiolation of 


the anti-trust laws, it is alleged, consists in 
the effort on the part of the defendant news- 
papers to advance the price of Sunday edl- 
tions from 5 to 7 cents. 


Court Jurisdiction Denied. 


First the counsel for the defense expressed 
reluctance to designate the specific defend- 
ants for whom they were acting, saying if 
they did so it was with the understanding 
that they were denying the jurisdiction of the 
court. Judge Fake asked for the informa- 
tion. 

Edgar L. Masters admitted that he repre- 
sented the American and Max Annenberg its 
circulation manager. Robert Redfield and 
William H. Sexton appeared for the Dally 
News, and Walter Inman, circulation man- 
ager, and Albert G. Beaunisne, assistant pub- 
lisher of that paper. 

Roy D. Keehn and George G. King said they 
represented the Illinois Printing and Publish- 
ing company, parent corporation of the Ex- 
aminer, and also Andrew M. Lawrence, pub- 
lisher, and Bernard Yokel, circulation man- 
ager of that newspaper. 

Walter L. Fisher appeared for the Chicago 
Record-Herald: Frank B. Noyes, its pub- 
lisher; James 8. Seymour, general manager; 
and Ernest A. Scholz, its circulafion man- 
ager. 

The prosecution was represented by Robert 
N. Holt, assistant state’s attorney, assisted 
by Alfred. S. Austrian, 22 R. Platt, and

Motions to Gass ioe Made. 

Mr Masters started the battle by moving to 
quash the complaint against Max Afnen- 
berger, on the ground that it was not properly 
made out, that the court had no jurisdiction, 
and that the complaint was indefinite. Mr. 
Ki filed the same motion in behalf of Mr. 
Lawrence, and the other attorneys for the in- 
dividual corporations followed suit. 

Mr. Keehn then raised the point that the 
Illinois Printing and Publishing company 
could not properly be summoned to appear 
before Judge Fake tn a preliminary hearing. 

“It is ridiculous to attempt to bring a cor- 
poration into a preliminary hearing,“ argued 
Mr. Keehn. “A corporation cannot be 
brought into this court by summons. The 
statute directs a warrant in such cases.“ 

Mr. Holt said it was common law procedure 
to bring into a court for preliminary hearing 
a corporation on asummons. If the corpora- 
tion refused to come, he said, it could be tried. 


Variance in Legal Opinions. 


Walter L. Fisher said it was not a matter 
of high privilege " for a corporation to be 
dragged into court by individuals in a pre- 
liminary hearing. His understanding of the 
law was that to hold a corporation by a 
* committing magistrate ’’ depended on com- 
mon law practice and no authority could be 
cited, 

Mr. Austrian cited section 347 of the crim- 
inal code providing for the apprehension of 
persons. 

“ The .statutes,” he said, and he quoted 
them to prove it, provide that persons 
include corporations. You have the right 
to sit as the examining magistrate of cor- 
porations and persons. Common law gives 
you the right to summon corporations 

Mr. Austrian explained the purpose of the 
prosecution in apprehending the corpora- 
tions so as to fix the responsibility of individ- 
uals for acts committed by corporations, 
which was just what the defendant corpora- 
tions feared, he added. 

Mr. Fisher still contended that the corpora- 
tions could not be 3 and Mr. Holt 
answered if that was the case, he did not 
see why they came into court—that they 
“might as well take their doll rags and go 
home.“ 

Judge Fake said he would take the ques- 
tion under advisement, 


Objections by Lawyer Masters. 

Mr. Masters then began his argument for 
the dismissal of complaints as to the individ- 
ual defendants on the following grounds: 

Lack of jurisdiction. 

Complaint and proceedings are vold because com- 
plaint is not filed in the name of the people of the 
state; because it is filed in the name of The Chi- 
cago Tribune, a private corporation. 

Because the complainants were not examined on 
oath nor were any witnesses so examined. 

Probable cause for the issuance of the warrant 
not made apparent. 

Complaint does not allege any matters of fact 
constituting an offense under the statute. 

It contains no allegations of fact, but conclusions 
of law merely. 

It is vague, indefinite, uncertain, and general and 
does not inform the defendant of the nature of the 
offense. 

The complaint does not state facts indicating that 
the defendants had any power to fix the price of 
newspapers. 

It charges a pool, trust, agreement, combination, 
confederation, without describing the matters in- 
tended to be charged. 

It unjustly and arbitrarily discriminates between 
different classes of persons and eorporations and 
exempts other persons from any criminal liability 
for the same act. 

It purports to impair and restrict the . 
tional right to contract freely for lawful purposes. 

Mr. Fisher once during the afternoon said 


it was going to bea “ lawyers’ case, and it 


looked as if it was. The court adjourned at 
5 o'clock, before Mr. Masters had fairly 
started. It will hear the rest he has to gay 


and refused to continue the confession he 
had pleaded to be permitted to make. 

The man was Ignacio De Leonardo, who 
was jointly indicted with Pampinelila for the 
kidnaping. His trial began on Monday and 
ended with his being found guilty. De Leon- 
ardo was remanded to the Tomba and As- 
sistant District Attorney O’Connor began 
the prosecution of Pampinelila.

O'Connor listened to De Leonardo's re- 
quest, and then had him brought into the 
courtroom. Pampinelila gazed searchingly 
at him as he entered, but De Leonardo avoid- 
ed his glance and walked to the witness 
stand. He was sworn, kissing the bible 
held out to him three or four times, and then 
O’Connor began to question him about kid- 
napings. 

De Leonardo wriggled about his chalr. 
His uneasiness was patent to every one in 
the courtroom. Nevertheless, he began to 
tell of watching little Salvatore as the boy 
left the public school in West One Hundred 
and Twenty-sixth street. He kept his eyes 
cast down, while the prisoner bent a steady 
gaze upon him. The witness: seemed con- 
scious of the stare, and presently his eyes 
unwillingly rose to meet Pampinelila’s. 

At that instant the latter raised his arms 
and placed his hands upon either temple. 
Then, while De Leonardo was watching him 
as though hypnotized, Pampinelila swiftly 
dropped his right hand and drew it quickly 
across his throat, as though it were a knife. 

For a moment De Leonardo struggied un- 
successfully to speak. 

Mr. O' connor had seen the motion of Pam- 
pinelila, and sprang to his feet. 

„Tour honor,” he said, “the defendant 
was making signe to the witness.” 

„I saw the signs myself, responded Judge 
O'Sullivan.

A 
few moments later, however, De Leonardo 
again sent word that he felt stronger and be- 
lieved he could tell the true story of the kid- 
naping if he had another opportunity. Again 
the man was led from the Tombs and again 
he was put on the witness stand. When he 
began for a second time to tell his story it was 
evident he was making a strong effort to con- 
trol his fear. 

O’Connor had scarcely put a question to 
him, however, when De Leonardo again suc- 
cumbed to the magnetism of Pampinelila's 
steady gaze. Once more he raised his eyes to 
meet those of his former companion and the 
latter quickly repeated the sign. 

De Leonardo trembled and in a shaking 
volce murmured, the death sign.” 

The jury quickly found the prisoner guilty 
after hearing the kidnaped boy’s story.

Well Known Academician Draws Up Re- 
markable Indictment Against 
London Nuisance.

LONDON, June 18.—Sir William Rich- 
mond, the well known mémber of the Royal 
academy, finds instances from unexpected 
directions that drive home his arguments 
in his hitherto unsuccessful campaign 
against the London smoke nuisance.

Loaded“ for Reporters. 

Is the world growing better?“ one youth- 

ful scribe inquired, and Twain solemnly 
answered: 
Tes, I think so. You know I’ve been here 
almost seventy-two years and—but really you 
mustn’t let me say more on this subject. 
I’m a modest man and prefer not to speak 
of my achievements.”’ 

Some of the other questions recalled pas- 
sages in “ Innocents Abroad.“ In the course 
of the morning Twain gave out a new scheme, 
according to which he regulated his daily life. 
He asked the reporters to be careful to take 
down his words accurately, as publication 
of the scheme might be helpful to others. 

“Every morning,” said he, “as soon as 
I'm up I smoke a cigar. I breakfast at 8 
o'clock and after breakfast smoke another 
cigar and then go back to bed and at half- 
past 10 smoke another cigar and start dic- 
tating to my stenographer. I finish at 12 
o'clock and doze till 1. Then I smoke an- 
other cigar, eat lunch, and Zo back to bed and 
read what the newspapers have to say about 
me. ‘Then I smoke more cigars until half- 
past 6. Then three assistants dress me for 
dinner, evening parties, etc., after which I 
associate with the 4lite of society till 1 o'clock 
in the morning. I never go to bed till my 
daughter turns out the lights, and then I 
smoke in the dark. My conatitution ig im- 
proving all the time.

Celestials, Who Never Had Seen Car, 
Startled by Speed of Mysterious Ve- 
hicle—Pursuers Left Behind. . 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, June 19, 3 a. m.—The correspond- 
ent of the Telegraph, who is taking part in 
the automobile race from Peking to Paris, 
sends from Pongkiong the first telegram 
ever dispatched from there, although the 
office has been in existence six years. He 
announces that the Cantal tricar was unable 
to go any farther. The competitors, there- 
fore, were reduced to four. They camped 
Monday night fifty miles from Kalgan, and 
on Tuesday discarded their coolies and mules 
and started to finish the journey unaided. 

The correspondent adds that it was an in- 
toxicating journey over thick grass, along 
tracks beaten by the feet of thousands of 
camels, across dry prairies. He says: 

“Through these green solitudes of Asia, 
which never were traversed at such speed, 
not even by Mongolian horsemen in their 
furious gallop, the rumble of the motor pene- 
trates afar into the crystalline air.”

JACK SIMPKINS A SUICIDE? 


Coroner Says Body of Man Who 
Killed Himself on Ranch Is 
Fugitive Miner. | 
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ENVOY CONFIRMS REMISSION OF 
$24,000,000 INDEMNITY. 


“Shows Remarkably High Sense of 
Justice,“ Says Sir Chentung Liang- 
Cheng— Calls It a Token of Sin- 
cere Friendship” and Says He Feels 
That “America Is One of China’s 
Strongest Friends — Debt Will Be 
Settled Within’ Next Five Years. 


Washington, D. C., June 18.—Sir Chentung 
Liang-Cheng, the retiring Chinese ambassa- 
dor, today in an interview at Boston con- 
firmed the news, published exclusively this 
morning in THe TRIBUNE, that the United 
States has agreed to remit $24,000,000 of the 
boxer indemnity as an act of friendship 
towards China. 

“The action of the American government.” 
said Sir Chentung, “ shows better than any- 
thing else can the remarkably high sense of 
justice which the United States has used in 
all her dealings with China. 

“Four years ago your government was 
good enough to promise me that when the 
time arrived, as a token of sincere friend- 
ship for China, the original figures of the in- 
demnity would be revised.

Tou cannot emphasize too strongly my 
great admiration for the fair spirit which has 
always characterized the dealings of the 
United States with my country. This final 
action is another monument to America’s 
high sense of justice, and I feel called upon 
to say—not because I am the retiring am- 
bassador—that personally I feel that America 
is one of China's strongest friends.“ 

So far there has been collected the sum of 
$6,000,000, and at the rate the payments have 
been made recently it is expected that the 
total will be met in the cou of four or five 
years more. The plan is then to give China 
a release in full.

AS A PEACEMAKER. 
Japan Denies Recall and Gives 


Government Assurance of 
Pacific Intentions. 


ORIGIN OF THE REPORT. 


Collusion Between Disgruntled 
Japs at Home and Abroad 
Sets Story Afloat. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN, 

Washington, D. C., June 18.—[Special.]— 
Emphatic assurances have been given to the 
United States by Japan that her policies in 
the far east are entirely pacific, and that it 
is the desire of the govérning powers of that 
empire to maintain most friendly relations 
with the American people. These assurances 
have been accompanied by information that 
there is no intention on the part of the Japa- 
nese government to accredit a new ambas- 
sador at Washington at this time. 

So far as the attitude of the authorities at 
Tokio was concerned, President Roosevelt 
and Secretary Root never have entertained 
officially any doubt that it was peacefully 
inclined. The agitation among the Japanese 
people, which expressed itself in newspaper 
articles and editorials denunciatory of the 
United States, caused the navy department 
here naturally to take under consideration 
naval measures which should be taken to 
enable the United States adequately to defend 
its territory and interests. 

The result of this consideration was an 
earnest recommendation on the part of high 
ranking officers to send the north Atlantic 
fleet, with its fine aggregation of sixteen bat- 
tleships, to the Pacific coast and to inform 
Japan if any question were raised that she 
had nothing to fear if her own purposes were 
peaceful. 

President Averse to Naval Display. 

This advice was predicated upon the belief 
that Japan was dissatisfied with the peace- 
ful policy of Ambassador Aoki, and proposed 
to supplant him by a new man who would 
adopt a high handed course and insist upon 
the federal government interfering in the 
affairs of the states in violation of the con- 
stitution. 

The president and Secretary Root continue 
averse to the proposal to send warships to 
the Pacific ocean, well knowing that such 
action would arouse the Japanese as noth- 
ing else has done, and create an atmosphere 
of suspicion and resentment which probably 
never could be dissipated. 

Therefore it is a matter of considerable 
satisfaction for this government that the 
situation does not justify the dispatch of a 
fleet to the Pacific. Of course, it is appre- 
ciated that Japan is a constitutional coun- 
try and that the present ministry may be 
overthrown if anti-American sentiment de- 
velops. But advices received here from Tokio 
indicate that the opposition is weak and 
that its policy against the United States 
has not gained any considerable headway. 

So far as the Tokio government is con- 
cerned, it has acquiesced in the exclusion of 
Japanese laborers by the passport arrange- 
ment because, to give the reason officially 
communicated to the United States, it recog- 
nized the right of a nation to keep-out of its 
jurisdiction any persons disturbing to the 
body politic. But the Japanese government 
also insisted that while the United States pos- 
sessed the right to limit Japanese immigra- 
tion it did not have the right to segregate the 
Japanese who were in this country or who 
might be admitted. It was pointed out that in 
the first treaty the United States made with 
Japan American ships were permitted to re- 
sort to only two ports and that by treaty 
made four years later settlements wherein 
American should reside were established. 

Japan recognized, however, that the prin- 
ciple of these and similar treaties with other 
countries was wrong, and when Ambassador 
Aoki was accredited to the British govern- 
ment he negotiated the first treaty permitting 
foreigners to reside in any place they chose in 
Japan. Such foreigners, of course, were 
amenable to Japanese law. 

In the treaty made with the United States 
this liberty of residence was accorded to 
Americans, and the United States on its part 
guarapteed like liberty to Japanese. There- 
fore, the segregation of the Japanese in San 
Francisco schools or elsewhere was in vio- 
lation of the treaty according to the Japanese 
gontention, and the claim was admitted by 
the president. 

Two Nations on Good Terms. 

It is apparent from the above statement, 
which is practically authoritative, that the 
two governments are agreed on questions of 
immigration and segregation. The final cause 
of trouble is found in outrages perpetrated 
upon Japanese by hoodlums of San Fran- 
cisco. The Japanese government recognizes 
the difficulty of the federal government in 
maintaining order within the state. It ap- 
preciates the measures taken by the presi- 
dent to insure protection for its subjects. 
Finally it has agreed that the way for sat- 
isfaction for these outrages has been opened 
through the discovery that persons injured 
may institute suits against the governing 
powers of California. 

Therefore, from the point of view of the 
ministry at Tokio, there is no present pend- 
ing question with the United States. At the 
same time the ministry has not concealed its 
view that the immigration arrangement is 
purely a temporary matter and that it must 
be taken up for permanent settlement when 
the new immigration treaty is under nego- 
tiation. Undoubtedly those negotiations will 
be of the highest importance to the relations 
of the two countries, because Japan pro- 
poses to insist upon the admission of her 
subjects to the United States under exactly 
the same restrictions and no more as apply 
to immigrants from England or continental 
Europe. 

Origin of the Aoki Report. 

The reports that Ambassador Aoki is te 
be recalled are inspired altogether, accord- 
ing to information received here, by the op- 
position in Japan. The opposition has been 
in relation with the disgruntled Japanese 
in the United States who object to the ex- 
clusion arrangement and believe that the 
only way it can be abrogated is by the adop- 
tion of a policy which would make Americans 
fear the danger of war. Viscount Aoki 
recently notified the Japanese that it was 
their duty to obey the laws of the United 
States, and he has refused to consider, with 
them or anyone else, the possibility of war. 

It was learned today that a private cable- 
gram reoeived in this city yesterday, pur- 
porting to confirm the news of Ambassador 
Aoki’s recall and the appointment of Baron 
Kaneko as his successor, was given out by 
a Japanese who its in communication with 
the opposition in this country. It is pro- 
posed by the opposition to keep up the fight 
on Viscount Aoki, but there is no doubt that 
that diplomat is earnest in his desire to cul- 
tivate friendly relations with the United 
States and to avoid any action incom- 
patible with the dignity and prestige of 
Japan which might cause a contrary result. 
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TROPHY DISAPPEARS WHILE ON 
EXHIBITION AT RACETRACK.

LONDON, June 18»—The Ascot gold cup, 
valued at 500 sovereigns, which is to be run 
for on June 20, was stolen this afternoon from 
a table back of the grand stand at Ascot, 
wheré it was being exhibited in accordance 
with custom. On each side of the stolen 
trophy stood the king’s gold vase and the 
Royal Hunt cup. The former was won today 
and the latter is to be competed for tomor- 
row. Neither of these was meddled with. 
The cups were in charge of a representative 
of the makers, Garrard & Co., and a police- 
man. While the race for the gold vase was 
on Garrard’s man was absent for a few 
minutes, leaving the policeman in charge. 
The latter then was accosted by a well 
dressed man of gentlemanly manners who 
asked to be directed to the telegraph office. 
Apparently while the policeman was giving 
the desired information a confederate en- 
tered and stole the cup, for whem the po- 
liceman turned the center cup of the three 
was gone. There is no clew to the thief. 
The cup probably has been already melted. 


Thief Believed an Expert. 


The thief’s self-repression in contenting 
himself with one cup While the others were 
equally accessible is taken as proof of ex- 
perience. An eager bungler might have at- 
tempted a larger haul and spoiled guccess. 
The gold vase was worth only 200 sovereigns 
and the hunt cup 300. 

The missing trophy was twenty carat gold 
and weighed sixty-eight ounces. It was 18% 
inches high. It is one of the oldest trophies 
connected with the Ascot meeting. It is 
given annually by the Ascot race executive 
with 38,500 sovereigns added for the race 
at a distance of two miles andahalf. The 
first cup presented in 1807 was given annual- 
ly under its present name until 1844. 


Winners Include Famous Horses. 

In 1846 the czar attended the Ascot meet- 
ing and asked to be allowed to present the 
trophy. He did so, and its title became the 
emperor's plate. It was given that name 
thereafter until the Crimean war, when, in 
1854, the old title was resumed, and since 
las been retained. Its past winners include 
many of the most famous horses in the 
history of the turf. The thief left the gold 
pedestal weighing thirty-five ounces. The 
loss, it is understood, falls on Gerrard & Co., 
at whose request and risk the cup was ex- 
hibited. 9

It is practically certain that M. Bour- 
geois and Prof. De Martens will be chosen 
presidents of two of the four general com- 
mittees and Count Torneilli and M. Beer- 
naert, if the latter’s health will permit, prob- 
ably will be the other two. 

Gen. Horace Porter will be named honorary 
president of one of the committees, and it is 
likely that similar honors will be bestowed on 
all the envoys enjoying ambassadorial rank. 


PUBLIC LANDS CONVENTION 
HEARS DEFENSE OF THE LAW. 


Secretary of Interior Garfield Asks Del- 
egates to Take Broad View--Teller 
Attacks Government Policy. 


Denver, Colo., June 18.—The public lands 
convention, which met here today for a 
three days’ session, got down to business 
this afternoon, listening to addresses by 
James R. Garfield, secretary of the interior; 
Richard A. Ballinger, commissioner of the 
general land office; and Henry M. Teller, 
United States senator from Colorado. 

Secretary Garfield urged the convention in 
its discussion of the present land laws, a criti- 
cism of which he said had been the cause of 
the calling together of the convention, to 
confine its discussion to the effect of these 
laws on the entire country, and not on any 
particular section of the country. He wel- 
comed criticism which was constructive, but 
he thought criticism which was merely an 
attack without a suggestion for improvement 
was worthless. 

Senator Teller said they did not complain of 
the laws, but that the officials were disobey- 
ing the laws. In speaking of the coal lands, 
he said congress alone had the power to pass 
on the question of policy in disposing of these 
lands and to decide on what shall be charged 
for them. The policy in dealing with agri- 
cultural lands should be to get them into the 
hands of those who would live on them. He 
objected to landlordism either by the rich or 
by the government. 


Circus Trapeze Act Fatal. 


Des Moines, Ia., June 18.—Through the failure 
of her team mate’s teeth to hold ina flying trapeze 
iron jawed act in a circus today, Effie Minerva 
was dashed to the sawdust ring from near the 
top of the big tent.

Five loyal battalions were sum- 
moned to quell the mutiny, and called upon 
the mutineers to surrender. 

They replied with shots, however, wounding 
four of the loyal soldiers. The loyal battal- 
fons fired a volley and the mutineers broke 
and filed. Two hundred and fifty-eight of them 
were arrested, but the others escaped. 

It is rumored that Admiral Wiren has asked 
the minister of war to replace the Brest regi- 
ment now at Sevastopol by one whose loyalty 
is above suspicion. A portion of the Brest 
regiment temporarily joined the mutineers of 
the battleship Kniaz Potemkin during the 
former troubles. 

Arrest Socialist Leaders. 

ST. PETERSBURG, June 18.— Ten of 
the: sixteen social democratic members 
of the late parliament, whose arrest 
was demanded by Premier Stolypin, are now 
in the hands of the police. Several social 
revolutionary deputies and a number of 
members of the first parliament, among them 
being Ramischwili, Annikin, and Tesla, also 
have been arrested. 

Ramischwili, who disappeared after the 
Cronstadt mutiny of August last, and for 
whom the police had vainly been searching,

‘THREE MORE SUCCUMB. 


Deaths and Prostrations Added 
to Long List—Some Vic-

weather is scheduled to receive a backset this 
morning. After three days of extreme heat, 
during which the list of deaths and prostra- 
tions has been large, relief is promised by the 


weather bureau. The drop irf the tempera- 


ture probably will be from fifteen to twenty

grees, 
The cool spell is due to arrive from 
Manitoba and some other notably chilly re- 


| gions in the northwest., While waiting for it 
| to come Chicago had the advantage late yes- 


terday afternoon of an unheralded lake 
breeze that sent the mercury down to a com- 
fortable point. * 

Three More Deaths Recorded. 

Before the hot wave had spent its force, 
however, three more deaths were recorded 
and nearly a score of heat prostrations. The 
effect of the high temperature was such that 
many cases of prostrations were not officially 
reported, because the sufferers were revived 
in drug stores or were able to be assisted to 
their homes. : 

The highest point reached by the ther; 
mometer during the day was 89 degrees, or 
two degrees lower than on the previous day. 
Until 2 o'clock the mercury threatened to 
break records by the way it went leaping 
upward. Then it encountered the refresh- 
ingly cool breeze from the lake, and thou- 
sands of citizens in offices and workshops 
heaved sighs of gratitude. Between 2 o'clock 
and 6 the temperature dropped eight degrees 


or more.

They 
were raised in the air and fell back into the 
basement with the broken flagstones. One 
of them, George Springer, 45 years old, 643 
Lincoin avenue, suffered injuries to his leg. 
After being attended by Dr. Craven, ambu- 
lance physician, he went to his residence un- 
assisted. The other men were stunned. 
They were taken out of the excavation by 
police of the Harrison street station. 


Gas Fills the Hotel. 

After the explosion the hotel was left in 
darkness, and the building, which is lighted 
by gas, soon was filled with fumes from 
open jets. Firemen entered the building and 
groped about turning off the gas. It was 
while trying to repair a leak in a pipe that 
the firemen were overcome. 

Windows were opened in the building, and 
soon all the jets were turned off, and guests 
began returning to their rooms. 

The explosion is thought to have been 
caused by sparks from an arc light in front 
of the hotel which fell to the walk and ig- 
nited the escaping gas. The lamp post was 
thrown through & window of the pawnshop 
ot Herman Unger, 402-404 State street by 
the crash.

No one can more profoundly regret these 
matters than I do. While I believe in abso- 
lute freedom of thought and religious belief, 
I also indorse the sentiment that the latter 
should be exercised without infraction of the 
law. 

Some are differently constituted than 
others, and though most people enjoy their 
religion decorously, others must shout and 
indulge in physical demonstrations. No one 
should interfere with the latter, unlees they 
interfere with the rights of others; and then 
the law may be invoked for protection. 


Judge Ladd Not a Sympathizer. 

“T have not lent the mission my support 
financially or otherwise, and if Mrs. Ladd 
has participated in rendering the place ob- 
noxious to the neighborhood or in treating 
children as reported, no ohe can be more de- 
termined to correct this condition than I am. 
I shall investigate thoroughly and I need 
rot further assure the public of the rectitude 
of my purpose. 

“Tt is an exceedingly delicate matter to 
me and, as wil) be manifest from a little re- 
flection, a subject I discuss only from a 
sense of duty to those who have trusted-me 
so much.“ 

The services conducted by Mre. Ladd have 
been held without interference for more than 
a year. It is her belief that she has been 
ordained to spread the gospel by what she 
terms the gift of tongues.” 


Confer “Gift of Tongue” Her Idea. 

She claims God has given her power to 
confer the gift of religious exhortation upon 
a chosen few that they may be able to Chris- 
tianize heathens. She has made converts 
to her religion all over Iowa.

MOTOR BOAT SNAPS IN TWO 
WHEN STRUCK BY BIG WAVE. 


Capt. Charles G. Herreshoff and Friend 
Thrown Into Sea Off Bridgeport, 
Conn.—Have Hard Fight for Lives. 


Bridgeport, Conn., June 18.— [Special. 1— 
Capt. Charles G. Herreshoff, nephew of Nat 
Herreshoff, inventor of the mast motor boat 
“Den,” owned by Joseph H. Hoadley of 
New York, was his craft off this 
port this afternoon when the boat suddenly 
broke in two and sank. In the boat with 

Capt. Herreshoff was E. J. Sherman of this 
city, a mechanical engineer. Both men were 
thrown into the heavy sea, which was run- 
ning strongly away from the shore and were 
obliged to struggle for their lives. Sherman 
clung to the cushions of the boat, while Capt. 
Herreshoff battled unaided with the waves. 

A large party of spectators who were 
watching the performance of the boat through 
field glasses from Lehmann's shore house 
witnessed the acident. Capt. J. G. Wright, 
keeper of the lighthouse, quickly put off to 
the rescue in his launch. He picked up the 
two men, much exhausted, and brought them 
safely to shore. Restoratives were applied 
and the men hurried home in carriages. The 
Den, which recently was fitted with a new 
propeller, was believed by its inventor to be 
the fastest motor boat in the world. It had 
been fitted with new machinery and was 
to have taken part in the races on the Hud- 
eon river next Saturday, and later in the 
races at the Jamestown exposition. 

On Sunday the inventor had his boat out 
for a trial trip and it worked beautifully. 
Soon after the trial began today the heavy 
sea sprang up and the water became rough. 
The Den was about a mile and a half out 


| from the shore tearing through the water at 


high speed when it struck a large wave 
full head on and the force of the shock shat- 
tered the frail hulb of the craft. It broke 
in two amidships and sank almost instantly.

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RACING FOR CAR AHEAD. 


Man Falls from Machine of Bon | 
of James J. Hill and Is Run 
Over and Killed. 


Cincinnati, O., June 18—([Special.)-—A 
reckless automobile race resulted in the 
death of two prominent citizens here this 
evening. The victims were Thomas and Al- 
fred Trevor, members of the firm of H. and 
8. Pogue company. Alfred Trevor had sent

Halfway there they were met by the ma- 
chine for which they had sent. But the 
chauffeur was endeavoring to make up for 
lost time and passed rapidly, evidently not 
hearing Alfred Trevor shout to him to stop. 


Trevor then ordered the driver of the hired | 


machine to turn and overtake iis car. 


Machine Driven to Utmost. 

To do this required the utmost speed of 
the auto, and as the dashing car approached 
Dandridge street an elderly man, Thomas 
Welch, stepped into the street, heedless of 
his danger. The chauffeur made a desper- 
ate effort to turn the machine around him, 
but in so doing ran the car into a telegraph 
pole, which demolished the auto and threw 
the occupants into the street. 

The chauffeur was hurt, but not seriously. 
Alfred Trevor was dashed against the ob- 
struction and his skull was fractured. He 
was hurried to the city hospital, where he 
died before his injuries could be dressed. 
Thomas Trevor was buried under the over- 
turned car and was dead when found. His 
neck and leg were broken. 

Both men were prominent socially as well 
as in business. The store with which they 
were connected was one of the largest in the 
city. Thomas Trevor was general manager, 
Alfred was a heavy stockholder, and Joseph 
S., another brother, is treasurer. 


Hotel Man Victim of Auto? 
Martin City, Mo., June 18—George Lee, 
proprietor of the Martin City hotel, was 
found dead three miles from here on the 
roadway today. It is believed Lee was 
struck by an automobile and killed. The 
coroner is investigating.

It is thought Schroeder 
was seized with an attack of apoplexy.

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ORDER FOR STREET CHAOS 


ALDERMEN SEEK A WAY TO 
STRAIGHTEN TANGLE OF NAMES. 


Milton J. Foreman Thinks Nomen- 
clature of North and South Side 
Theroughfares Must Have Deen 
Brought from Perfumery Catalogue 
Confusion to Travelers and Even 
Citizens May Cause Council to Take 
Action in Near Future. 


The committee on street nomenclature of 
the city council may in the near future take | 
the question of straightening out the 
gle of names of streets which is causing 
confusion to wayfarers, especially on the 
north and south sides. Ald. Milton J. Fore- 
man of the committee yesterday declared 
that apparently a “dictionary of perfu- 
merry was used when single thoroughfares 
were christened with several different names 
for successive sections of their length. 

The latest case in point to which attention 
has been called is that of Irving Park boule- 
vard, which is Irving Park boulevard only 
from North Seventy-second avenue to North 
Clark street, east of which the lamp posts 
carry the words Graceland avenue.“ At- 
torney Thomas Cratty addressed a letter to 
Tun TRIBUNE concerning it and apropos of 
the editorial respecting names and numbers 
for streets which appeared in THe TRIBUNE 
of June 17. 


Cause of Many Mixups. 

The different names on the lamp posts on 
the same thoroughfare are a terror to 
* rounders’ and even the most staid and 
sober citizen is apt to think that he is see- 
ing things when he goes into the neigh- 
borhood. Both names appear on the maps. 

Even Superintendent of Maps J. D. Riley at 
the city hall would not hazard an opinion 
before lsoking in the records. Mr. Riley 
found the street originally was called 
Graceland avenue as far as the town of Jef- 
ferson. On Jan. 14, 1895, the city council 
changed the name of Graceland avenue to 
Irving Park avenue from Western avenue 
to the lake. Later the word avenue was 
changed to “boulevard.” Subsequently 
some property owners east of Clark street 
succeeded in having that part of the street 
east of Clark changed back to Graceland 
avenue. 


Foreman Wants Names Changed. 

“ Ultimately, tangles of this kirfd will have 
to be straightened out, said Ald. Foreman. 
„ There are terraces, views, and other fancy 
names used in place of plain ‘street.’ They 
seem to have come out of a dictionary of 
perfumery or to have been picked from a pay 
roll of chorus girls. Then there is the dif- 
ficulty arising from repetitions of the same 
name with variations. 

“Ts it any wonder the people get mixed 
up and don't know whether they are coming 


or going?”

The minority of the committee will draft 
and submit a report as soon as the majority 
has adopted the pending meas and with 
it they can make a fight in the c@uncil which 
ig likely to make it impossible ti rush the 
company’s ordinance through. 

The council is endeavoring to adjourn by 
July 1 or at the furthest by July 8. It the 


“committee succeeds in completing work on 


the ordinance by next Monday it necessarily 
will be July 1 before it can be taken up and 
too much opposition is developing outside the 
committee to make hasty work possible. 


Features of Minority Report. 

The minority repott will recommend an 
ordinance containing the features which the 
majority steadily has voted down. 

It will propose a board of control, sug- 
gested by Ald. Snow, to force compliance 
with the provisions of the measure and to 
see that the city gets the kind of service 
which the ordinance says shall be given. 
There are a num of excellent statements 
in the ordinance at there shall be good 
service, but, with one exception, there is 
no provision for the enforcement other than 
that the city administration shall have this 
in charge, as it has the enforcement of all 
ordinances. The one exception is made by 
giving the commissioner of public works spe- 
cific authority to keep the company to the 
mark on the use of improved apparatus and 
devices. 


Flat Rate Also to Be Urged. 

This concession was made only after the 
majority on the committee had been made 
to see that in defeating the board of control 
proposition there were an embarrassing lot 
of generalities in the measure. 

The minority report will provide also for a 
flat rate for business telephones, probably 
one of $100 a year for a single wire for out- 
going messages, and $25 a year for another 
wire for incoming messages, making the 
tctal cost of the flat service just what it is 
now and meeting, in part at least, the com- 
pany's objection to the flat rate telephone 
on the ground that one wire used for both 
incoming and outgoing messages, with no re- 
striction, caused congestion in the general 
service. 


SCHMITZ, IN QUIET CELL, SAYS 
HE STILL Is FRISCO’S MAYOR. 


Man Deposed After Conviction of Fel-

Attorney Set Aside. . 


CARLETON HUDSON SUED. 


Defendant in Attack on 
Claim for Service. 


That elusive $20,000 which Attorney Fran- 
cis A. Riddle has been endeavoring to get 
from the West Park board for two years, 
and which the board during that time has 
been endeavoring fo hold, is in court again, 
this time with a new litigant entered in the 
race. 

Mr. Riddle, who was awarded judgment 
against the board for $20,583 by Judge 
Honoré, has assigned the judgment to Car- 
leton Hudson and the latter is made a de- 
fendant in the case in the bill in equity filea 
by Attorney H. S. Mecartney in the Circuit 
court yesterday. 

“The complainant is the bill 
recites, “that said Hudson claims to hold 
said judgment as security for certain ad- 
vances ot money or services made by him 
to sald Riddle, the amount or character of 
which advances are not definitely known to 
complainant.”’ 


Asks Judgment Set Aside. 

Anywey Mr. Hudson holds an assignment 
of Mr. Riddie’s judgment and the park board, 
through Mr. Mecartney, assert that this 
gives him claim to nothing more than par- 
ticipation in a lawsuit. The bill prays ‘that 
the judgment awarded by Judge Honoré be 
set aside. 

It not only reiterates a statement which 
was made in a previous stage of the legal 
fight—that Judge Honoré was unconsclous- 
ly prejudiced" in favor of said Riddle—but 
attacks the former attorney of the park board 
in a more vigorous fashion than heretofore 
adopted. The statement that the court fa- 
vored the attorney as made before raised a 
storm and it is quieted down in the last bill. 

Mr. Riddle’s claim for compensation grows 
out of his services in connection with the 
Dreyer case, when he acted as attorney for 
the board, and the bill recites the facts that 
the old park board, just before Gov. Deneen 
reorganized it, voted to submit the attorney's 

claim to arbitration, four members of the 
board being present at the meeting and three 
voting for the motion. 


Think Riddle Expensive Lawyer. 


It also sets forth that Mr. Riddle was an 
expensive attorney for the board if hé had 
been paid nothing more than his salary of 
$3,000, it being alleged that he made mis- 
takes in special assessments which cost the 
board $60,000 to correct, according to the 
allegation of the bill. 

The board, it is set forth, was excused 
from prosecuting Mr. Riddle for damages 
because of his known insolvency,’’ but it 
pleads that it does not want d pay him 
$20,000 extra for work Which he did as attor- 
ney and in which he was assisted by three 
other lawyers employed as special counsel.

THE CONNECTING LI} 
Nothing can be done towards ¢reating 
a boulevard to connect the north d south 
sides without the codperation of the city 
government. It hae full command of the 
situation and can veto whatever fantam 
projects may be engendered by immat@ 
brains. That explains the appointment @ 
Ald. Bennett, chairman of the finance 
committee, and Mr. Dietrich, president of 
the board of local improvements, to confer 
with committees representing the park 
boards and other bodies concerning the. 
question of the boulevard link. i 
If there shall be any summer confer- 
ences they hardly will accomplish much. 
The new charter legislates.the existing 
park boards out of office. If it shall be 
ratified in September the powers now 
vested in the boards will be transferred 
to the municipal government, and what- 
ever is done to establish a boulevard con- 
nection between the north and south sides 
will have to be done exclusively by it. 

While the preliminary conferences can 
accomplish little or nothing they will at 
least give the conferees for the city an 
opportunity to chill the ardor of advocates 
of boulevards in the air and of a roofed 
over Michigan avenue afid to explain 
that such futilities will not be counte- 
nanced by the municipal government. Its 
attitude in that particular cannot be plain- 
ly set forth any too soon. 

The connecting boulevard is needed, and 
the only way to get it is by the widening 
of Michigan avenue north of Randolph 
street. That is the practical, inexpensive 
solution of the question. It is the solution 
which Messrs. Bennett and Dietrich 
should put forward at any conferences 
they may attend. 


AN APPROVED REBATE. 

America’s example in returning to China 
$27,000,000 of the amount agreed upon 
as indemnity will not be followed by other 
powers. At the time the indemnity was 
demanded Secretary Hay made every en- 
deavor to have the amount reduced, but 
the ether powers insisted upon exemplary 
damages. There was also the eecret hope 
that Ohina would not be able to pay the 
large sum demanded and that there would 
thus be an excuse for seizing territory. 
The United States did not want territory 
and did not wish to put upon China a 
heavier burden than necessary. But the 
other powers overruled the objections of 
the American government, 

When millions of Chinese are etarving 
it seems a poor time to ‘Insist upon ‘a 
further taxing of the poor people to pay 
blood money. This kind of a rebate is 
one which Americans favor. It should 
improve the standing of. 
Cheng with his own gover 
this rebate, and thus it oug 
rectly the good work of the liberal 
men of China, who look to the moderniza-

better thing to bring home a quitclaim. to 
$27,000,000 than a British title of knight- 
hood. The compliment to the person on 
whom thé order of knighthood was con- 
ferred is offset by the implied depreciation 
of Chinese titles in calling a Chinese 
mandarin Sir, while a German nobleman 
like Count Metternich, who also holds a 
British order of knighthood, Is never called 
Sir Paul Metternich. The $27,000,000, 
moreover, is not given to the ambassador 
personally but to his country. 

While the American example is not like- 
ly to be followed in Burope, it is none 
the less an example worthy to be followed. 
The motive of the refusal of the money is 
simple honesty. If intended as a payment 
of actual damages the sum allotted was 
too much. If intended as a punishment 
it Had the disadvantage of injuring the 
Innocent rather than the guilty. The box- 
ers and their friends at court are not the 
Ones who pay the taxes. Perhaps for 
that reason the moral effect of this action 
upon the government of China will be less 
than might be hoped. It may excite won- 
Jer rather than gratitude. But as an 
action prompted by a love of honesty it 
has good precedent in America and will 
meet with the approval of Americans. 


THE DUKE AND HIS “SOUVENIRS.” 
Greatly perhaps to the astonishment of 
the citizens of Boston the duke of the 
Abruzzi has given orders that while his 
flagship is in the harbor no visitors shall 
be permitted thereon except those who can 
show a card of invitation. The duke says 
that he is impelled to this course by the 
rampant actions of souvenir hunters at 
the Jamestown exposition, who carried 
off everything that was not securely nailed 
down or fastened, and who put him to 
much trouble and expense in the way of 
replenishing his stock of necessaries and 
luxuries, . 

It may be that the duke, who is presum- 
ably a close student of American history, 
recalls the famous tea party in Boston 
harbor, when certain visiting vessels were 
boarded by citizens of n and de- 
spoiled of their cargoes. It Is true that 
the duke represents a nation at peace with 
the United States, but it is also true that 
his suspicions must have been greatly ex- 
cited by the episode at Hampton Roads, 
and that, taken into account with the 
memorable tea party many years ago, he 
deemed it necessary to exerciee every pre- 
caution for the protection of his property. 
Thus it may be seen how an impetuous 
action, though now considered ancient his- 
tory, may be revived to plague the de- 
scendants of the participants. 

In fairness to Boston it should be said 
that, despite all embarrassing and mis- 
leading precedents, the duke could not 
have picked out a safer and more honest 
place of anchorage than Boston harbor. 
Still, he is not to be blamed if, in memory 
of his losses, he decides to take no chances 
with the great American souvenir hunter 
and. to reduce his guests in number to 
those who can be carefully and snecess- 
fully watehed. So Boston will merely 
share with other points along the sea- 


board the humiliation which all must feel

color of their liveries abroad as they are of 
their armorial bearings, and it is probable 
that had the royal heraldic devices figured 
on the buttone of the coats of the Vander- 
bilt servants it would not have excited a 
bit more adverse comment than the appro- 
priation of the royal scarlet and gold. 

In Italy, like in England, the royal liv- 
ery is of red and gold; at Berlin, of black and 
silver; at Brussels, of blue coats and red 
breeches; while the liveries of the court of 
Madrid are likewise of blue, heavily gal- 
looned with gold bullion. 

The duke of Orleans hae assumed the liv? 
erles of the royal house of France, which 
have alwaye consisted of royal blue coats 
and red velvet knee breeches, King Louis 
Philippe having been the only member of 
his house who ever made use of scariet liv- 
erles. 

Emperor Napoleon had liveries consisting 
of green coats and scarlet breeches; and it 
is a somewhat peculiar circumstance that 
most of the French ambassadors abroad 
should make use of the Napoleonic liveries 
for their domestics. 


—— 

The liveries of the president of the French 
republic nowadays are dark blue, and much 
more simple than those of which Marshal 
MacMahon made use when chief magistrate 
of the French republic, for the marshal's 
servants on state occasions wore liveries of 
white, with every seam gallooned with gold 
lace, into which his armorial bearings were 
woven. 

In England there are only two persons be- 
sides the members of the reigning family 
who are entitled to make useof the royal liv- 
erlea, that ig to say, of scarlet and gold. One 
of these is the sovereign's master of the 
horse for the time being—Jjust at present that 
office is held by the earl of Sefton—while 
the other is Lord Inchiquin, the head of the 
Irish house of O’Brien, and the lineal de- 
scendant of Brian Boroihme, whose family 
received a patent from King Henry VIIL, 
authorizing, in perpetuity, the head of the 
house for the time being to make use of the 
royal liveries, in recognition of the first Lord 
Inchiquin’s surrender of his sovereignty over 
southern Ireland to the British crown. 

With regard to the cockade which forms 
part and parcel of modern royal liveries in 
Burope, it is the up-to-date form of the 
bunch of ribbons with which soldiers in by 
gone centuries were wont to cock their hats, 
that is to say, to hold the brim in position. 
The three-cornered hate were in course of 
time abandoned by the soldiers, but retained 
for domestic liveries, and still form part of 
state liveries. When the high silk hat took 
the place of the tri-cornered chapeau for or- 
dinary livery wear the cockade was trans- 
ferred from the brim of the one to the edge 
of the crown of the other, the cockade usu- 
ally consisting of a species of rosette of rib- 
bon. In the monarchica!] countries of Europe 
it zs only the Mverted servants of rulers, of 
nal and military officers, and of those 
high in the service of the crown whoare per- 
mitt to use cockades.

Baron von Kiderlen Waechter, who has 


Ideen appointed to represent the kaiser at 


Constantinople during the absence of the 
ambassador, Baron Marschal von Bieber- 
stein, at The Hague conference, is one of the 
ablest men in the German diplomatic service, 
and has long formed part of the immediate 
entourage of the kaiser. 

, He is the life and soul of the kaiser's an- 
nual yachting parties, his witticisms, his 
antics, and his inimitable talent for mimicry 
keeping everybody, even the sailors of the 
Hohenzollern, continued roars ot laugh- 
ter. It is on t account that he is known 
in the imperia¥ circle by the nickname of 
August,“ that being the sobriquet given 
to the clowns belonging to the variety shows 
and circuses in continental Europe.

For this escapade the baron, who was at 
the time German minister plenipotentiary 
to the court of Denmark, was condemned 
to three months’ imprisonment in a fortress, 
dueling being forbidden by German law. 
His incarceration in the military fortress 
of Ehrenbreitstein, on the Rhine, was abso- 
lutely unprecedented. sa dors and en- 
voys are on record as having been imprisoned 
by sovereigns to whose courts they were 
accredited, in defiance of all the laws of in- 
ternational t regulating intercourse be- 
tween civilized nations, But this was the 
first oceasion of a government taking the 
unheard-of step of jailing one of its own en- 
vere without even relieving him of his of- 

ce.

young plants. When undisturbed for some 
time a single bulb will form a large clump, 
which may be taken up and divided. The 
best time to do this is in the fall, after the 
tops have died down. When used for forcing 
the bulb mould be potted in August soon 
after flowering, when the bulb is at rest. 
Place the bulb in a six inch pot, with the 
top of the bulb even with the rim of the 
pot. Then plunge the pot in the border and 
leave until frost. Before heavy frosts ap- 
pear lift and bring in and give slight bottom 
heat. They will bloom in a window without 
bottom heat, if they have a warm sunny 
place, but do better when given bottom 
heat, The best soil to use is a light, turfy 
loam, one-third well rotted cow manure, 
Another perfectly handy lily that requires 
about the same treatment and soil as the 
Candidum is Lillum Longe flower. The 
flowers are trumpet shaped, pure white, and 
exceedingly. fragrant. The bulbs of this 
variety can be obtained from November until 
spring. For the window the bulbs should be 
potted in November and kept moderately 
moist and warm until they show signs of 
growth. 

The IAly Auratum ie one of the grandest 
of the lily family. Its beauty cannot be de- 
scribed by pen, for its praise would fill a 
volume as its fragrance fills a room. Itisa 
native of Japan, and although hardy when 
planted in well drained soll, it makes a desira- 
ble pot plant for the window. One bloom will 
fill a room with ite fragrance. The flowers 
are from eight to ten inches in diameter and 
sometimes more. They are beautifully spotted 
with reddish crimson, having a beautiful 
band of golden yellow running down the 
center of each petal, though in some varieties 
the band is of chocolate color. The Auratum 
always is a favorite wherever seen, and when 
planting outdoors a well drained situation 
should selected, and the bulbs planted 
eight inches deep. Any one who loves flowers 
should procure a bulb or two of each of these 
lilies, which will furnish him with abundant 
bloom and fragrance.

Save Plumbers’ Bills. 


When the water runs slowly from the 
bathtub or lavatory take a piece of wire and 
bend a small hook on the end. Run this 
around in the waste pipe, and in nearly 
every instance you will bring up a ball of 
trash composed of lint from towels, a few 
stray hairs, etc. 


When water runs slowly from the sink and 


scalding will not open it, if you can get to 
the catch basin unscrew and remove the tap. 
Then use your wire hook to remove the 
trash which collected there; but if you can’t 
get to the basin remove the strainer from 
over the pipe in the sink, take a broom 
handle, wrap a cloth around it, enough to 
make it quite tight in the drain, and shove 
down.

Based on their experience in 1908, some of 
the local bond houses are hopeful of a bet- 
ter market later im the year. This expecta- 
tion is due to the assumption that there will 
be less business activity. 

At one of the commercial banks the course 
of mercantile accounts bears out in part the 
belief that expansion has ceased; Instead 
of customers asking for loans in order to 
supply working capital, because of absorp- 
tion of the latter in permanent Investment 
in the form of plant extension, they run 
along with sufficient working capital, an 
indication that no new plans are under con- 
sideration. 

In the event of retrenchment of expenses 
and continued fair business, manufacturing 
firms will gradually accumulate a surplus, 
which in time will find profitable employ- 
ment in the securities market. When busi- 
nese is dull and money grows cheap on that 
account, more faith appears to be placed 
by the Investor in bonds than in stocks. By 
this it ie meant that although stock prices 
are low there is the feeling that they may 

go still lower, whereas bond values are less 
tir nara and prices are low. 

But it seems too early as yet to have a ‘fair 
idea of what, if any, reaction there is to 
be. Not until the closing months of the year 
will it become evident. One eminent New 
York financier does not look for the cheap- 
est of money until nearly two years hence. 
But dy the end of the year there should 
be a pronounced situation. 


Foreign Money Markets Firm. 

Money markets abroad are showing a firm 
tendency and it Is possible that the Amer- 
ican money market may be perceptibly in- 
fluenced. As the means of intercontinental 
transportation and communication lave 
quickened the money markets of the old and 
the new world have become more sympa- 
thetic. Discussing the European market, the 
London Statist says: 

“The general stagnation is increased by 
the hardening of money rates both at home 
and abroad. In Berlin the impression is 
general among the best informed that the 
Imperial bank will not lower its rates of 
Giscount during the present month. Here 
at home it is extremely unlikely that the 
rate will be reduced so long as the Imperial” 
bank of Germany keeps up its rate. But 
the main reason for the hardening of money 
rates is found in the fact that the French 
banks are calling in balances and generally 
strengthening themselves. The facts add 
to the uneasiness, as people ask why the 
French banks should deem it necessary. 

“Probably the main reason ie that the 
reactionaries in Russia, who seemed to have 
fallen completely out of favor a few weeks 
ago, appear to have recovered a portion of 
their footing and that it is believed they are 
using all their efforts to bring about a dis- 
solution of the duma. The French banks 
naturally ought to be well informed of what 
is going on in Russia, and if they believe 
a dissolution is imminent, it is natural they 
should strengthen themeelves.”’

No Telephone Monopoly in New York. 


The board of estimate, sitting as a com- 
mittee of the whole of the New York board 
of aldermen, has voted unanimously in fa- 
vor of granting a franchise to the Atlantic 
Telephone company. The New York and 
New Jersey Telephone company,-which now 
has the fleld, has ed for a monopoly fran- 
chise. If the full rd carries out the rec- 
ommendation of the board of estimate then 
New York will have both the Bell and the 
automatic system of. phones. 

In Chicago the a-linols Telephone company 
has a franchise and has 7,000 or 8,000 auto- 
matic instruments installed. The same in- 
terests in the Atlantic Telephone company 
are interested here. But the telephone has 
not had its use extended, because of inability 
thus far of the people who formed an organi- 
gation to operate the system to arrange for 
issuing securities. 

In the city council there fs continually 
heard the talk of a monopoly of the telephone 
business in Chicago. But if either the Chi- 
cago Telephone company or the Manufac- 
turers’ Telephone company secures a fran- 
chise there will be no monopoly, but instead 
two companies in the field. 


Dividend Disappointment. 
The directors of the Central railroad of 


New Jersey did not increase the dividend 


rate from 8 to 10 per cent yesterday, thereby 
occasioning great disappointment arfiong the 
„ stockholders "’.who own stock on margin 
carried in Wall street. 

Furthermore, inasmuch as the Reading 
company controls the Central railroad of 
New Jersey, and inasmuch as it did not vote 
an increase for that corporation, it is figured 
there will be no increase in Reading's own 
common dividend. : 

The Reading might have followed the pol- 
icy of some of its western friends, and in- 
creased the dividend rate and then borrowed 
money on bonds with which to pay it. 


Insider and Noninsider. 

In announcing a 200 per cent dividend on 
Adame Express company stock, there is 
shown the highly desirable position the in- 
sider enjoys over the non-insider in a stock 
corporation. Many shareholders of the 
Adams Express company had no knowledge 
of the financial condition of the company.

On the stock exchange, while gilt edged 
securities weakened on the monetary position, the 
prospective Transvaal loan, and further liquidation, 
various other departments showed firmness, home 
rails benefiting by investment purchases, foreign- 
ers improving on continental support, and Ameri- 
cans rising on the better crop news. Americans 
started well in response to the favorable news from 
New York and advanced to over parity in the fore- 
noon, Canadian Pacific, Union Pacific, and Reading 
receiving the most attention. Later New York 
bought moderately, prices hardened further, and 
closed firm. Japanese imperial 6s of 1904 closed at 


102%.
